Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1942.  As  instructed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  is  on  lines 
similar  to  that  presented  last  year.  References  to  such  matters 
as  population,  developments  of  local  industries,  and  changes 
in  character,  and  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  are  not  con- 
sidered.

The  incidence  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  has  been 
small  with  no  Mortality,  except  four  deaths  from  Pneumonia, 
and  four  from  Tuberculosis. 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent,  and  was  of  a mild  type,  with 
two  deaths. 

There  is  no  abnormal  prevalence  of  any  disease  in  the 
District. 

The  Isolation  Hosptial  has  been  used  for  all  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Plans  were  considered  for  the  Control  of  Scabies.  A 
scheme,  including  the  opening  of  a Treatment  Centre  (which  is 
now  in  operation)  was  considered.

The  County  Council  scheme  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs 
from  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  was  freely  used. 

Infected  premises  were  disinfected  and  8oz.  bottles  of  Izal 
were  supplied  to  infected  households. 

In  collaboration  with  the  School  Medical  Service,  School 
Attendance  Officers,  and  Head  Teachers,  of  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  contacts  of  school  age  were  rigidly  excluded, 
and  schools  were  disinfected  following  outbreaks.

The  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  Financial  details  relating  to  this  service  are  made  up 
to  the  3 1 st  March,  1943,  which  is  the  end  of  the  Council’s 
Financial  year.  This  is  probably  the  most  costly  item  in  the 
Council’s  Commitments,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the 
cost  down  to  the  minimum,  consistent  with  the  maintenance  of 
the  high  standard  of  efficiency  in  collection  and  disposal,  which 
our  ratepayers  now  accept  as  a matter  of  course. 
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In  collaboration  with  the  Accountant  an  excellent  stores 
system  has  been  drawn  up,  and  will  be  put  into  operation  during 
the  next  financial  year.  In  addition,  a system  of  accountancy 
has  also  been  put  into  operation  owing  to  the  increased  amount 
of  revenue  accruing  from  the  Sales  of  Salvage.  A Salvage  Sales 
Note  is  issued  at  the  Depot  to  cover  every  transaction.  The 
person  removing  the  goods  signs  the  Sales  Note,  the  duplicate 
being  sent  to  the  office,  the  triplicate  being  retained  at  the 
Depot.  From  this  information  accounts  are  despatched. 

Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage 
has  been  maintained,  serving  all  houses  and  business  premises 
in  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  Codnor  Park,  and  Ironville  so 
far  as  house  refuse  is  concerned.  Special  collections  of  Salvage 
are  made  from  the  latter.

Four  Bedford  Refuse  Vehicles,  with  salvage  trailers 
attached,  are  in  use.  The  trailers  were  brought  into  use  in 
January,  1942.  They  are  of  10  cwts.  capacity,  their  value 
cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  from  the  date  of  putting  into 
service  the  increased  amount  of  salvage  collected  has  been 
maintained. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

All  refuse  collected  by  the  Council  is  removed  to  the 
Controlled  Tip  at  Leabrooks. 
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There  are  three  uncontrolled  tips  in  the  district,  two  of 
these  are  under  the  control  of  the  Butterley  Company,  one  in 
Golden  Valley  and  one  in  Ironville.  The  Butterley  Co.  employ 
a man  to  sort  out  salvage  from  the  tip,  and  periodic  visits  are 
made  bv  the  Council  s vehicles  to  remove  this  to  Leabiooks. 

The  third  tip  is  owned  by  Messrs.  Jas.  Oakes  & Co.,  and  is 
situated  at  Bullock  Lane,  Riddings.  1 his  tip  is  almost  out  of 
commission,  but  the  Council  have  two  01  three  mghtsoil  lagoons 
on  this  site  which  are  in  constant  use. 

The  life  of  the  Leabrooks  tip  will  not  extend  beyond 
December,  1943,  and  long  before  that  date  the  question  of 
supplies  of  soil  for  covering  the  surface  of  refuse  will  have  to  be 
given  serious  consideration. 

It  is  hoped  to  utilise  the  two  or  three  acres  of  the  tip  which 
is  at  the  finished  ievel  for  growing  crops  during  the  summer.  The 
foreman  and  the  outdoor  staff  deserve  a word  of  credit  for  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  the  tip  has  been  kept  during  the  year. 

Details  of  the  tonnage  of  refuse,  and  salvage  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  may  be  had  on  reference  to  the  Costing  Report 
on  Services. 

Utilization  of  Refuse. 

1 hree  large  Salvage  Drives  were  organised  during  the  year. 
Circulars  appealing  to  householders  for  increased  efforts  in  the 
salvage  of  material  were  distributed  by  the  bin  lads.  Film  shows 
were  held  in  the  various  wards,  and  public  appeals  made  for 
Salvage  Stewards,  by  Council  Officials,  and  Councillors.  A staff 
of  150  Salvage  Stewards  were  appointed,  and  the  Stewards, 
Youth  Organisations,  and  the  W.  V.  S.,  together  with  my  out- 
door staff,  deserve  a warm  word  of  praise  for  their  whole- 
hearted co-operation,  without  which  the  high  figure  shown  in 
salvage  collected  would  not  have  been  possible.

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Trade  Refuse. 

Th  e income  from  I rade  Refuse  has  shown  a slight  decrease 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  reductions  have  been  granted  in  cases 
where  the  value  of  the  refuse  as  salvage  has  warranted  this. 

Collection  of  Kitchen  Waste. 

A Kitchen  Waste  scheme,  launched  in  November,  1941, 
was  gradually  extended  to  embrace  the  whole  area,  over  200 
kitchen  waste  bins  have  been  sited.  A bi-weekly  collection  is 
made.  1 he  public  response  has  been  highly  satisfactory  follow- 
ing house-to-house  canvass  by  the  Street  Salvage  Stewards. 
The  collection  in  November,  1941,  was  1 ton.  5 cwts.,  and  the 
peak  was  reached  in  January,  1943,  when  22  tons  10  cwts.  was 
collected. 

Swill  is  sold  direct  to  pig  and  poultry  keepers,  and  there  is 
a ready  demand  for  this  material. 

Factory  Act,  1937. 

1 he  fencing  of  the  Baling  Press  used  for  tin-baling  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  the  satisfaction  of  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories. 

All  references  from  the  Factories  Inspector  received  during 
the  year  have  received  prompt  attention. 

Details  of  work  carried  out  under  the  above  Act  are 
included  in  the  Medical  Officer  s Report. 

1 he  list  of  factories,  etc.,  in  the  area  have  been  omitted 
in  accordance  with  Ministry  instructions. 

Scabies  Order,  1941. 

During  the  year  the  incidence  of  Scabies  was  a cause  of 
great  concern  to  the  Department,  and  in  the  absence  of  a 
Cleansing  Centre  the  Scabies  Order  was  unworkable.  A scheme 
was  drawn  up  and  approved  by  Council.  In  this  matter  we 
had  the  close  co-operation  of  the  Ripley  U.D.C.,  who  were 
anxious  to  participate  in  such  a scheme.  A Joint  Committee 
was  set  up  and  has  functioned  very  successfully.  A Cleansing 
Centre  was  established  at  Riddings.  We  have  had  the  close 
co-operation  of  the  County  and  Local  Education  Officials,  and 
the  Medical  Practitioners  in  both  areas.  The  results  to  date 
have  been  highly  satisfactory  and  the  outbreak  is  now  under 
control. 

It  has  only  been  necessary  in  one  instance  to  exercise 
Statutory  Powers,  and  in  this  case  the  family  reported  at  the 
Centre  before  legal  proceedings  were  necessary. 
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Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

One  caravan  was  dismantled  and  the  site  cleared  during 
the  year.  One  application  to  site  a caravan  was  rejected  by 
Council. 


Bug  Infestation. 

Several  instances  of  Bug  Infestation  were  discovered  during 
the  year.  Notices  were  served  on  occupiers  to  cleanse  and- 
disinfest,  and  in  most  cases  the  work  was  carried  out  by  the 
Council  at  the  expense  of  the  Occupier,  in  other  cases  the 
material  was  supplied  to  the  occupiers,  and  the  actual  disinfest- 
ation was  carried  out  by  them.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  the  premises  to  ensure  that  the  measures  taken  were 
satisfactory. 

Germicide  is  sold  to  ratepayers  at  cost  price,  and  is 
purchased  chiefly  for  cockroach  destruction.

Overcrowding. 

Constant  supervision  is  maintained  of  premises  likely  to 
become  overcrowded,  and  all  complaints  and  references  are 
followed  up  and  investigated. 

During  the  year  there  were  six  cases  of  overcrowding.  All 
such  cases  are  referred  to  the  Housing  Committee,  and  to  the 
various  Ward  Committees  with  a view  to  rehousing  in  Council 
houses  as  they  become  available.  Three  families  were  rehoused 
during  the  year.  No  licences  were  issued  under  the  Housing 
Act  during  the  year. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supply. 

I his  work  covers  the  inspection  of  all  premises  in  which 
food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold.  Attention  being  paid  to  the 
general  cleanliness  of  the  premises,  and  persons  engaged  in  the 
preparation  or  sale  of  food. 

Milk  Supply. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  purity  of  the  Milk 
Supply  of  the  area  during  the  year,  All  samples  of  milk  taken 
during  the  year  have  been  submitted  to  bacteriological  examina- 
tion for  either  Bacterial  Count,  Methylene  Blue,  the  presence 
of  B.  Coli,  and  in  every  case  for  Tuberculosis.  During  the 
year  four  samples  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  In 
each  case  the  affected  beast  was  traced  and  slaughtered  under 
the  1 uberculosis  Regulations,  1925. 

The  registration  of  dairymen,  cowkeepers,  and  all  premises 
from  which  milk  is  sold  is  carried  out  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies

Two  purveyors  of  pasteurised  milk  are  licensed  to  distribute 
milk  in  this  district. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  animals  are  now  slaughtered  in  Government  slaughter- 
houses, with  the  exception  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  licence 
issued  at  the  Local  Food  Office.  During  the  year  71  pigs  have 
been  slaughtered  and  the  carcases  inspected. 

One  emergency  slaughter  of  a beast  failed  to  save  the 
carcase,  which  was  subsequently  sent  to  the  knacker. 

One  sheep  was  subjected  to  emergency  slaughter.  In  this 
case  the  carcase  was  included  in  the  local  allocation. 

The  carcase  of  a calf  killed  on  the  line  was  also  sent  to  the 
knacker. 
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A check  inspection  is  made  on  all  butchers’  shops,  and 
during  the  year  767  such  visits  have  been  paid.  Frequent 
inspections  are  also  made  of  travelling  shops  and  meat  vans.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council,  and  I am 
indebted  to  Mr.  Sutton,  the  County  Analyst,  for  the  following 
information  : — 


146  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area 
of  the  Alfreton  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year  1942; 
41  of  these  samples  being  milks  together  with  105  samples  other 
th  an  milk. 


Of  the  milk  samples,  three  were  found  to  contain  12%, 
11%,  and  7%  of  added  water  respectively.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  against  vendors  concerned,  and  the  results  were:  — 

(a)  Fined  £4  10s.  0d.,  inclusive  of  costs. 

(b)  Fined  £5,  together  with  £6  10s.  Od.  costs. 

(c)  Ordered  to  pay  £6  I Os.  Od.  costs. 
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Of  the  samples  of  food  other  than  milk,  six  samples  weie 
reported  against. 

One  sample  of  malt  vinegar  consisted  of  artificial  vinegar. 
A * formal  ” sample  was  taken  later,  and  proceedings  against 
the  vendor  resulted  in  the  case  being  dismissed  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders’  Act  on  payment  of  £3  7s.  6d.  costs. 

One  sample  of  liquid  paraffin  did  not  reach  the  quality 
specified  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

One  sample  of  apricot  jam  was  deficient  in  fruit,  and  a 
sample  of  cocoa  was  found  to  contain  an  excessive  proportion 
of  cocoa  shell.  These  samples  are  the  subject  of  further 
enquiry. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Although  there  are  five  offensive  trades  on  the  Register,  all 
of  which  are  tripe  dressers,  there  is  only  one  engaged  on  this 
work  at  present.  62  inspections  of  these  premises  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

A systematic  inspection  of  all  places  of  public  entertain- 
ment has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Circular  120  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  me  to  appear  before  the 
Licensing  Justices  when  application  has  been  made  for  renewal 
of  licences. 

Two  verbal  requests  have  been  made  to  Managements 
during  the  year,  and  both  were  complied  with. 

Inspection  of  Offices. 

Twenty  visits  have  been  made  to  offices  in  the  district. 
One  complaint  of  offensive  smells  was  traced  to  the  carcase  of 
a dead  rat  under  the  floor  boards. 

Disinfection. 

Infectious  disease  enquiries  are  made  following  Notification 
of  Infectious  Disease  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  94  such  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and 
73  premises  have  been  disinfected.  20  classrooms  have  been 
disinfected  during  the  year  following  minor  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease. 

Notification  of  Defects  to  the  Surveyor. 

During  the  year  52  reports  have  been  made  to  the  Surveyor 
for  his  attention.
